1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant has 
argued that the reference Gelbart has that the layer-frame 3 (in fig. lb) consists uniquely of a 
single part which lacks the flexibility allowing it to be displaceable between deformed and 
extended positions via a movement and deformation. As such, it does not permit a displacement, 
but only a deformation of the ribbon 1. Gelbart clearly states at col. 2, lines. 55-56 that 
application of a potential may only deform the light receiving member 1. The examiner agrees 
with these arguments and that the ability to deform and displace the light receiving member is 
not shown or suggested by the prior art.
